De Junias van 
Phitadelpbia verliet Bahia vyf dagen daarna en 
brengd een berigt dat Monte Video van de Por- 
tugeësen door de Buenos Ayreenen genomen is, 
en dat een gedeelte der Babiasche troepen zich 
met de vrye staatsgezinden van Pernambuco 
verenigd hadden.

Bahia, 4pril 29. —Een vaartuig det deeze 
heven van Rio Janeiro sangedeen heeft, brenud 
de tyding dst een smaldeel van zyn allerge- 
trouwe majesteits schepen daar uit gezeild is, 
met een aanmerkelyke magt om de huvens van 
Pernambuco te blokkeeren. De bevelhebber 
heeft aangekondigd de volgende. 

PROCLAMATIE. 

Rodrigo Jose Ferreira Lobo, o perhoofd van 
de koninglyke armée, bevelhebber van het 
Noordsche smaldeel, aan de inwoners van 
de provsntie van Pernambuco. 

Niets konde meer verwondering zoo wel als 
smart in het gemoed van de koning onze heer 
verwekken, den dut het landschap Brazilien, 
alwaar zoo veele dappere en eerbure mannen 
hunzelven vermaard gemaakt hebben, doot 
hunne onverschrokkenheid in het bieden vän te- 

enstand tegens een megtig vyand, en het her- 
stellen der wetten van de Portugeesche kroon, 
na het toneel zoude zyn wuarin lieden de naam 
van Portugeeschen onwaardig in een shood op- 
roer verbonden zyn; durvende, na een wanorde 
onder het gemeen opgewekt te hebben, de 

luats vervallende magt van zjne mejesteit te 
verwerpen, de gouverneur uit te jagen, en een 
op:oerige regering van huuzelven opteregten. 

Zyne majesteit is ter gelyker tyd overtuigd 
dut het grootste gedeelte der inwoners ven 
Pernambuco de eer en getrouwheid welke zy 
van hunne voorvaderen geerfd hebien, zullen 
behouden, en dat zy altyd blyken daarvan san 
zyae heerlyke majesteit zulien geven, en hy 
heeft geen twyfel dat de onverwachte en op- 
roerige uitbarsting der muiters binnen kort on- 
dergebragt, en zy, tot deze zelfde gevoelens 
gebragt zuilen werden. 

Het is smartelyk voor het meedogend hart 
van zyne majesteit verpligt te zyn, ZyDE onder- 
danen in het bekomen der middelen om de op. 
roerigers ten onderte brengen te dwingen of 
te kwellen, maar niet in staat zynde dit geheel. 
Iyk te myden heeft zyne heerlyke majesteit my 
bevolen, om met de megt onder myn bevel de 
havens van Pernambuco te blokkeeren.

de harten zyner getrouwe onderdanen, die dee- 
ze vlek op de nationsle getrouwheid, waarvan 
het Portugeesch koningryk geen voorbeeld 
heeft, vernomen hebben, gevuld heeft, en die 
mieteene onvoorbeeldige vaderlends-gezindbeid 
hunne personen en eigendommen ter beschiil- 
king van zyne majesteit om wat gebraik hy no- 
dig mogt oordelen, er van te maken, geplaatst 
hebben.

Dagelyks komen, van de hoogte van Per- 
nambaco weg bevolene vaartuigen, alhier aan. 
De prinses Charlotte van Bengalen is alhier 
aangekomen; zy werd door de bevelhebber 
van de blokade gebraikt om de manschappen 
en wapenen, welke door het volk van Sering- 
hem verzocht zyn geworden en wezentlyk in 
de haven van Rio l'ormoso onder bescherming 
van het korvet Mercurio geland zyn geworden, 
overtebrengen. Eene daad door welke die lie- 
den een regt op de achting en toejuiching van 
de geheele wereld verkregen hebbeu, Het 
volgende is een brief door de bevelhebber, van

Br deze gelegenheid verzoekt het volk van 
Seringheem van uw excellentie alle bulp, krygs- 
toerustingen en behoeftens, als ook een ervaren 
officier en enige mannen zoo mogelyk, om de 
kroon van onze vorst te verdedigen, daar wy al- 
len bereid zyn om onze laatste druppel bloed 
voer hem te storten, De brenger dezes kan 
zoo het uw excellentie behage, de plaats al- 
waer de ontlending moet gedaan worden, aan- 
tonen, welke de haven van Rio Formozo is, al- 
waar al het volk met open armen om bun, en 
de bevelen van uw excellentie in de naam dier 
zelfde vorst, te ontvangen, gevonden zullen 
worden. Wy hebben deze plaats gekozen, wel- 
ke wy versterken om alle gemeenschappelyk- 
heden en briefwisselingen welke plaats met de 
troepen die tegens Lagaos gemarscheerd heb- 
ben, en welkers getal zeer klein ìs, kunnen vin- 
den, aftesnyden. Wy verwagten van uw @z- 
cellentie alle hulp welk in vw magt zy ons ter 
dienste onzer vorst, te geven. God bescherme 
uw excellentie nog menige jaren.

Rio Formosa April 20, 1817. 

Bahia Mei 2 — Van de bevelhebber ven het 
blokkerend smaldeel vernemen wy dat de pro- 
klamatien tegens Pernambuco door onze gou- 
verneur afgekondigd een ernstig indruk op de 
oproerigen gemaakt hebben. Indien de blo- 
kade van Bahia niet zoo gezwindelyk gekomen 
was, zoude de oproerigers een grote menigte 
wapenen, kruid en levensmiddelen van Recife 
bekomen bebben. 

Door de laatste tydingen van Paraguay, blykt 
dat majoor Cordillio, bevelhebber der voorstan- 
ders, op den 2lsten tegens Porto des Pedras 
marscheerde. 

Mei 13 —De Engelsche vaartaigen Island 
en Lyon zyn in deze haven aangekomen, zynde 
door Refino Peres Baptista bevelhebber over 
het blakkerend smaldeel, van buiten Pernam- 
tuzo weg bevolen geworden, en van hun verne- 
men wy dat de soldaten ven Bahia opde ge- 
heele kust van Pernambuco geposteerd zyn. 

Mei 6. Door een schip welke gedurende de 
voorledene week van Rio Janeiro aangekomen 
is, vernemen wy dat zy met de grootste ge- 
zwindbeid werken om landvolk uitterusten ten 
einde tegens Pernambuco te trekken. Deze 
zelfde ele berigt dat zy een kaper weinige da- 
gen na haar vertrek gesproken heeft, van een 
rote magt, zy toonde geene vyandlyke gesteld- 

eid, en gaf geen berigt wegens hare bestem- 
ming.—Een overvloed van levensmiddelen is 
van die hayin verzonden geworden naar La- 
gaos en andere plaatsen, alwaar onze troepen 
geposteerd zjn, met welke alle getrouwe In- 
woners verenigd Zyp,en ook hun zyn zy Be 
noodzaakt gewor, ten met wapenen en levens- 
ziddelen te voorzie, welk de reden is onze sol- 
daten vooreen korte tyd halve rantzoenen van 
meel slechts bekommen hebben. Dit is terstond 
overwonnen gewerden, door de yverige zorg de 
regering hieraan genomen’ heeft. Wy vermoe- 
den dat op het tegenswoo. rdig ogenblik mar- 
schelk Mello, die van Pen edo gescheiden is, 


met msjooc Gordillio die Ag Uns geposteerd is, 


verenigd is. Het volk van Rio Formoso keb- 
ben alreeds de wapenen tegens de oproerigers 
opgenomen, die alleen schynen Recife en Oiin- 
da, slwaar alreeds partyen tegens hun verdacht 
worden, te pogen te verdedigen. 

Bahia April 30, 1817 — Op Zondag den Aden 
dezer, kwam binnen deze haven aan, de Portu- 
geesche brik Vigilant en het Engelsch schip 
Éliza, welken poogden binnen Pernambuco te 
gaan, maar door de bevelhebber der blokade 
weg bevolen werden ; door hun wordt de tyding 
dat de Portugeesche vlag lungs de ganische 
uitgestrektheid der kust dezer landschap, waai- 
de, bevestigd, (Élier volgd een kennisgeving 
ondertekend door verscheidene militaire otl- 
cieren van Tamandare, welke een kleine post 
naby Pernambuco schynt te zjn, gedagtekend 
April 21, in welke zy hunne diensten aan de 
bevelhebbende Officier van het blokkerend 
smaldeel, tegens Pernambuco, geankerd in de 
haven van Recife, bieden, 

Bahia April 25.—Van tydingen welke wy 
alhier van het Zuiden ontvangen bebben, ver- 
nemen wy dat het volk van Monte Video zeer 
wel met de uieuwe Portugeesche regering te 
vreden zyn,en de grootste achting voor Artigas 
en zyne troepen hebben, De oavermoeiende 
Lecur beelt nan het land de rust hersteld welke 
onlangs door benden struikrovers ontrust is ge- 
worden. [De laatste dato der papieren van 
Monte Video is den Oden Maart.)

Het doet ons leed dat door het laat uur op 
welke ons de Ainerikaansche papieren met de 
Harmonie ontvangen, overhandigd zyn, wy 
met geene mogelykheid vertalingen der uit 
hun getrokkene extracten, in dees nummer 
kunnen geven; wy zullen, alhoewel, in onze vol- 
gende hunne belangryke inhouden (in het Ne- 
derduitsch) voor onze lezers leggen. 

Zyn majesteits eskader, met uitzondering 
van een fregat en een kervet is van Gibraltar 
naar Holland den 1Oden Juny vertrokken. 

De schoener George, schipper Warden, wel- 
ke uit deze haven in het laatst van Maart naar 
Aux Cayes en van daar naar Nieuw York op 
den 25sten April gezeild is, doet het ons leed te 
melden op den Aden Mei omtrent half twee des 
morgens in een sterke wind met vier andere 
vaartuigen opde Koe Banken (Noord Caroli 
na), vergaan tezyn. Wy melden met genoe- 
gen dat het volk gered is, doch met uitzonde- 
ring van een klein gedeelte der zeilen en wan- 
den werd het vaartuig en lading geheellyk ver- 
loren. Kapitein Warden is alhier van Nieuw 
Yerk in de Harmonie, op weg naar Jamaica 
aangekomen. 

Ben brik genaamd de Morgiana, van 16 stuk- 
ken, kapitein Grand Joseph is te Nieuw York 
uitgerust geworden, ten einde, volgens zeg- 
ging, zich by het smaldeel van Sir Gregor 
M‘Gregor op Amelia Eiland te vervoegen. 

De schoener Cordelia, Satton, 55 dagen van 
diteiland iste Nieuw York den 19den Joly, via 
Havanna, 13 dagen van laatsgemelde plaats, 
aangekomen. 

Wy vernemen dat de eerste brievezak van 
Jaly te St. Thomas ontvangen is geworden, 
maar hebben geen dertydingen in de nieuws- 
papieren vervat, vernomen, uitgezondert, dat 
alle de genen die in Londen in hechtenis uit 
hoofde van betrekkingen in de laatste oproer, 
gehad te hebben, genomen waren, vergiffenis 
veikrege nhebben. 

Tydingen hebben Londón op den 9den Jany 
bereikt, van de ontdekking ener grote zamen- 
zwering te Lissabon, welke tot oogmerk had 
het vernietigen der regering, de opdragt der 
kroon aan de jonge hertog van Cordoval, een 
naverwant des konings, em bet moorden van 


marschalk Berssford en de Britsche officieren 
ia Poctugeesche dienst.

« De Pernambaco revolutie eindigde zeer 
schandelyk voor de patriotten, (gelyk zy hun 
noemen), De koningsgezinden hebben volko- 
men bezit, en de meeste der hoofdpersonen 
zuilen doodgeschoten worden, ik heb Martins en 
twee anderen ae dag voor ons vertrek zien 
doodschieten.” 

Brussen, Jeny 6.—De tyding van Noord 
Brabant is grievend, De gedurige regens 
hehhen de rivieren zon doen zwellen, dat in de 
nabyheid van H-is-le-Duc, een groot gedeelte 
lands overstroomd is,

We have recsivel by the schooner Harman:e 
New Vork pepers to the 28th of July, co rtain- 
ing some very interesting particulars relative 
Lo the operstions af Gen. Sir Gregor M‘Gregor 
at Amelma stand, being snbsequent details ta 
what we lately pnblished, and which will be 
fonnd in another vart of our paper. 

His majesty’s squadron, with the excention 
of a frigate and a sloop of war, sailed from 
Gibraltar for Hellend on the 10th of June. 

[he schooner Cordelia, Sutton, 55 days from 
this island, arrived at New York on the 19th 
Julv, via Havana, 13 days from the latter place. 

The schaoner (teorge, Warden, which sailed 
from this port in the latter end of March foe 
Aux Cayes, and from thence for New York on 
the 2sth af April, we regret to state was unfor- 
tenately cast uwav, with four other vessels, in 
a severe gale, shout half past one o'clock in the 
morning of the 4th of May, on the Core Banke, 
(North Carolina.) We are happy to state that 
the crew escaped, bat with the exception of a 
sinall part of the sars and rigging, the vessel 
and cargo were totaliy lost. Captain Warden 
srrived here in the Harmonie, on his way to 
Jamaica. 

A brig called the Margiana, of 16 guns, capt. 
Grand Joseph, has heen fitted outin New York, 
intended, it ìs said, to reioforce Sir Gregor 
M-Gregor’s squauúron at Á melia Island. 

We understend that the first Ju'y mail has 
reached St. 'Fhomes, but we have learnt none 
of the perticalars which the papers convey‚ ex- 
cept that the persons who had been apprchend- 
en in London in consequence af being concern- 
ed in the late riats, have been pardoned. 

Intelligence reached London on the 9th of

Latest from Merico.—The schooner Ellen- 
Tooker, captaìn Pond, errived at Sandy-Hook 
yesterday, in 20 days from the Galph of Mexi- 
co. A gentleman who esme ap from her in « 
pitot-boat, informed us, that just before he sail- 
ed it was reported that there was great disaf- 
fection in the ranks of the patriot army, on the 
Spanish Maine, snd that Soeo hae gone over 
and joined the royalists. 





Latest from England. —By the British sbip 
Thomas, capt. Hutchinson, arrived at this port 
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in 34 days from Liverpool, the editors of the 
Freeman’s Journal have received London and 
Liverpool papers to the 9th June. 'Fheir con 
tents do not appear to be very important, À 
few extracts foliow : 

June 7.—A Flanders mail arrived this morn- 
ing, with pepers from Brussels to the 2d inst. 
There is now a Dutch squadron in the Medi- 
terrarean, on a visit to the Barbary states. 
Regulations have been adopted in Holland 
and the Netherlands, to prevent the emigra- 
tion fiom Germany to Árocrice. 

The duke of Wellington is to retarn to 
Cambary, in a few days. 

The price of grain and bread is rapidly fall 
jog in France. French Five per cents 6ôf. a 
67f. 

There have been some tumaltuous proceed- 
ings in several countries of treland, on account 
of the high price of all the necessaries of life. 
The harvest, however, promises to be the most 
abundant ever known. 

The mast afflicting news has been rereived 
et Marseilles from Algiers. Étis said the Eng- 
lish, Swedish, Danith and Sardinian Consuls 
hare been put to death by order of the Dey.— 
'I'he reports vary as to the Consuls who have 
been thus barbarously treated. 

T'he Puris papers contain notices of the late 
disturbances in Spain, from which it seems they 
were connected with an eztensive scheme for 
an iosurrection in thecountry. The insurrer- 
tion does mot appear to be quelled. The fol- 
lowiog paragreph is given in one of the latest 
Paris papers, as an article of intelligence from 
the frontiers of Spain :—* Gen. Mitans has es- 
tablished himself among the mountains on the 
borders of Catalonia, and is recruiting from 
the discontented military, who are joining his 
standard in great vumbers — The garrison of 
Barcelona has been reinforced. They perform 
\daty as in time ol war. A numerous body of 
men in arms has appeared on the banks of the 
Ero, near the frontiers of Aragon aud Cata- 
lonia. Extraordinary measures for quieting 
men's minds are talked cf.” 





Extract of aletter from an officer in the patriot 
a: my, to his friend in Charleston, dated 
** Amelia, July 3, 1817, 

« Wearrived here on the meinorable 29ch of 
June, and after a march of ten miles through 
the swamps breast deep, we stormed the garri- 
san, which surreadered to us with 70 prisoners. 
We are now in peaceable possession, and the 
inhabitants are well pleased. In afew days we 
marve forward to storm St. Augustine, where 
there are 500 men in a strong garrison, and are 
determined to drice them out uf it. Our 23 
gun fciguie, from New Vork, is off the bar. We 
took two valuable schuooners at Fernandina.”? 

Savannah, July 10. 

The Floridas.—Our adrices from East Fio- 
rida are tu the ch inst. At that time general 
M'Gregor was vn Amelia Leland, but one of his 
parties hed advanced to, and taken post at 
Cowford, « block house about 40 miles from 
St. Augustine. The general was preparing to 
move for the St. Johns, and expected to reach 
it ina few days; by which time, his force, it 
was believed, wiil be adeqaate to the comple- 
tian ef th-ir object. As Augustine was sbort 
of provisions, the garrison not able to mount 
half the guns in the fortress, and the patriot 
tleet before it so strong as to preclude the pos- 
sibility of any assistance being rendered by the 
ermement which sailed from the Havans on 
the Meth ult. for its relief, no doubt was enter- 
tained of its speedy surrrender.

The general also offers to the inhabi- 
tants of Amelia, whether friends or fves, who 
have absented themselves on account of the 
present circamstances; the privilege of return- 
ing to their homes, and enjeuying tus bevefit of 
the 3d erticle of capitalatien, end, passports 
will be freely granted toall who wish te depart.

ING ARMY. 

Gregor Mac Gregor, brigadier-general of the 
asmy of the United Provinces of New Gre- 
nada end Venezuela, and general-in-chief of 
the armies of the two Florides, com missioned 
by the supreme director of Mexico, South 
America, &c. 

Fo the inhabitants of the Island of Amelia. 
Your brethren of Mezica, Buenos Ayres, 

New Grenada and Venezoela, who are so glori- 
ously engaged in fighting for that inestimabie 
gift which Nature has bestowed upon her chil- 
dren, ant which all civilized pations have en- 
deavored to secure by social tampacts—-de- 
siraus that all the sons of Columbia should 
participate in that imprescriptible right—have 
confided to me the command of the land und 
naval forces. 

Peaceuble inhabitants of Amelie ! do not ap- 
prehend any danger or oppression from tbe 
troops which ore now in possession of your Ìs- 
land, either for your persuns, property or reli- 
gion ; however various the climes :n which they 
may have received their birth, they ore never 
theless your bretkern and friends. ‘Their first 
object will be to protect your rights; your pro- 
perty will be beld sacred and inviolable; ard 
every thing done to promate your real interes:s, 
by co-aperating with you in carcying into cf- 
fect the virtuuus desires of our constituen!s, 
thereby becom:ng the instruments for the corn- 
mencement el a national emencipation. Unite 
your forces with our’s until America shall be 
placed by her high destinies to that rank 
among the nations, that the Most High has 
appointed. A country by its extent and ferti- 
lity offering the greatest seurces of wealth and 
happiness. 

‘The moment is important. Let it not escape 
without having comimenced the great work of 
delivering Columbia from that tyranny which 
has been exercised in all parts; und which, to 
Continue its power, has kept the people in the 
most degrading ignorance, depriving them of 
the advantages resulting from a free intercourse 
with other nations; and of that prosperity 
which the arts and sciences produce when un- 
der the protection of wholesome laws, which 
you will be ensbled properly to appreciate, 
onlv when you will have become u free people. 

You, who, ill advised, have ebandoned your 
homes, whatever may be the place of your 
birth, your political or religious opinions, return 
without delay, and resume your wonted occup- 
ations. Deprecate the evil counsels your 
enemies may disseminate among you. Listen 
to the voice of nature; to the promises of « 
sincere and disinterested friend ; and return to 
the fulfilment of those duties which nature has 
imposed upon you. He, who will not swear to 
maintain that independence which has been 
declared, will be allewed six months to settle 
his affairs, to sell or remove bis property with- 
oùt molestation, and enjoy all the advantages 
which the laws grant in such cases. 

Friends, or enemies of our present system of 
emancipation, whoever you be, what 1 say unto 
you is the language of truth ; it is the only lan- 
geage becoming « man of honor, and as such Ì 
swear to adhere religiousiy to the tenor of this

Nothing could cause more astonishment as 
well as pain to the mind of the king our lord, 
than that s province of Brazil, where so many 
brave and honorable men have made themsel- 
ves illustrious by their valer in opposing a pow- 
erful enemy, and restoring the laws of the 
Portuguese crown, should now be the theatre 
where individuals, unworthy the name of P or- 
tuguese, are engaged in en atrocious rebellion, 
during, after having excited a popular disorder, 
to throw down the representative power of his 
majesty, expel the governor, and estabiisb a 
factious government of their own. 

His majesty is at the same time persuaded 
that the majority of the inhabitants of Pernam- 
buco wil! preserve the honor and fidelity that 
they inherit from their ancestors, and that ‘hey 
will always give proofs of the same to his august 
majesty, and he has no donbt but that the un- 
expected and factious breaking out of the re- 
bels will be shortly suppressed, and they brought 
to the same sentiments. 

ke is païnful to the compassionate heart af his 
majesty to be obliged to force and vex his sub- 
jects, im procuring the means of subduing the 
rebels. But not being able entirely to avoid 
them, his august majesty has given me orders, 
to blockade with all the forces under my com- 
mand the ports of Pernambuco. 

Moreover it is the policy und duty of his ma- 
jesty to employ all the instruments that Provi- 
dence has placed at his disposal, in destroying 
in the most speedy manner possible the seeds 
of a civil war, the thought alune of which is so 
dreadful to the mind of our sovereign, and 
which has filled with such berrar the heurts of 
all his faithful subjects who have heard of this 
blot on the oational fidelity, which has ho ex- 
ample in the Portuguese monarchy, and who 
with an ezemplary patriotism have placed their 

ersons and property at thé disposal of his ma- 
Jesty, to muke what use of them he sees proper. 

Bat hìs majesty hopes that his good »ubjects the 
inhabitants of Pernambaco will on their parts 
make every endeavour to avoid sucheztremities.

Baur, Mav 2.—From the commandant cf 
the blockading spuadron, we learn that the 
proclamations issued against Pernambuco by 
our governor have made a serivas impression 
upon the rebels, If the blockade from Bahia 
had not come so promptly, the rebels would 
have received « great quantity of arms, powder 
and provisions from Recife. 

By the last intelligence from Paraguay, it 
appears that major Gordilho, commandant of 
the partizans, marched on the 2Ist upon Porto 
das Pedras. 

Mav 3—The English vessels Island and 
Lyon have arrived at this port, having been 
ordered off from Pernambuco by Rufino Peres 
Baptiste, commandant of the blockading sqaa- 
dron, and from them we learn that the soldters 
of Bahia are stationed on the whole coast of 
Pernambuco. 

May 6.— By a ship which arrived during the 
week past from Rio Janeiro, we learn that they 
are laboring with the greatest activity in fitting 
out land troops to go agaïnst Pernambuco. 
T'his same ship reports that she spoke a priva- 
teer a few days after she sailed, of very large 
force, bat she did not show any hostile disposi- 
tion, and did not give any iofurmation of her 


destination.—An abundance of provisions has 


gone from that port for Lagoas and other 
places where our troops are stationed, to whom 
all the faithful inhabitants are united, and ta 
them also they have been compelled to furnish 
arms and provisions, which is the cause why 
our soldiers have been for a short time on half 
rations of flour. This has been immediately 
succeeded by the zealous care which the go- 
vernment has given to this important matter. 
We judgethat by the present moment, marshal 
Mello, who separated from Penedo, will have 
formed a junction with major Gordilha, who is 
statioued at Uaa. The people of Ria Formoso 
have already taken up arms against the rebels, 
who seem only ta attempt todefend Recife and 
Jlinda, where already parties are suspected 
against them. 

The following Order of the Day has been 
published here during the past week :— 

By the Royal Order of the 9th of this month, 
it has been communicated to me by the proper

About 4, P. M.a boy camerun- 
ning from the Point and informed him that a 
er boat had upset in a direction between 

eer Island sand Long Island. Without wait- 
ing for further information, he immediately 
toak his son into his canoe, set a small fore 
saìl, and run through Pulling’s Point gut, to- 
wards Broad Sound. The wind was so high, 
that with the smallest sail the canoe nearly 
buried herself under water. Having relieved 
her, he stood in a direction for Luong Estland 
nearly half a mile, without discovering any in- 
Cication of the object of his search. He then 
discovered his wite and children on the beach 
of Deer Island, running towards Sound Point. 
This induced him to keep on the same course, 
and in a short time he discovered the heads of 
several men in the water, and as they rose and 
fell on the sea he was impressed with the belief 
there were more than twenty buffeting the 
waves, and contending against death. Being 
perfectly aware of the little burthen and slight 
construction of his canoe, (she being of the 
smiallest class of “ lap-streaks,’*)—the wind 
blowing & violent gale—his apprehensions for 
his son’s and his own safety—had almost caused 
him zo desist from the extreme peril of exposin 
his frail barque to be seized on by men Eenaied 
by despair, ia the last struggles for life. He 
however prepared for the event, took in his suil, 
rowed among the drowning men with fixed de- 
termination to save some, or perish in the at- 
tempt. By an ezertien of skill, to be equalted 
only by an aboriginal chief, in the management 
of & canoe, he succeeded in getting seven per- 
sons on bourd and was attempting to save the 
eight, when his son exclaimed, “ Father, the 
canus is sinking, we shall all perish.” This 
exclamation calling his mind from the purpose 
on which it was bent, exposed to him his most 
perilaus situation. Six inches of water in his 
canoe— nine in number on board—the upper 
part of her gunwale but three inches above wa- 
ter—the wind high—a heavy sea running, and 
constantly washing on board, and nearly a mile 
fiom the nearest land. That nize might even 
have a chance of being saved, he was obliged 
to leave one unfortunate man hanging on the 
stern of the jolly belonging to the pleasure boat. 
Of the men saved, one was so little ezhaasted, 
that he could sssist in bailing—another cauld 
set up—and the others lay motionless, and ap- 
parently lifeless, on the bottom of the canoe. 
There not being room to row, Mr. T, bad no 
alternetive bat to paddle his boat before the 
wind, and was but able to reach the extremity 
of Sound Point. The instant she struck, she 
fiiled with water from the violence of the sea, 

“xertions were still necessary to save the five 
helpless men in the bottom of the canoe. la 
giving her assistance at this time, Mrs. Tewks- 
bury was much injured by the convulsive grasp 
of one of the men, apparently in the agonies of 
death. They were all conveyed to Mr. T's 
house, where, by the application of hot blankets, 
tea and medicine, they were recovered. Four 
did not recover so as to be able to speak for 
more than three hours. Eleven persons were 
in the pleasure boat when she overset :—two of 
whom attempted to swim to the shore, end 
were seen by the survivors to perish 30 or 40 
rods from the baat. One was drowned in the 
cabin. After landing those saved, Mr. T. re- 
turned with all possible erpedition to the relief 
of the mun left on the jolly. He was gone! 
The distance from the place where Mr. Tewks- 
bury and his son were at work to the place of 
the scidcent is one mile and an half, 

T'he above facts being make known to the 
Trustees of the Humane Society, they voted, 
that seventy dollars in money, and a Silver 
Medsl of the value of ten dollars, with suit- 
able inscrigtions, be presented Mr. T. Tbirty- 
five dollars to his son ; twenty dollars to Mrs. 
Tewksbary ; and five dollars to the boy who 
ran with the information of tbe boat having 
upset.
